SFAX SOFTENED UP 


Four waves of America’s heaviest 
bombers softened up Sfax ycster- 
day. For a half hour they pounded 
the Axis base. starting big fires in 
the harbor and railroad yards at 
the port in what appeared to be a 
preliminary to the big drive to 
push the@axis forces into the sea.

Stand on Development 


Premier William Aberhart, Friday, condemned the stand 
of the Dominion Government on the development of natural 
resources in northern Alberta, and in the North West Ter- 
The premier's statement arose from Ottawa re- 
ports, published throughout the country, concerning an “in- 
ternational planning project, for peacetime development of 
and | 


ritories, 


northern British Columbia, 
Alaska.” 


Mr. Aberhart pointed out that 
fabulous amounts of oil and min- 
erals in the north of the province 
of Alberta, and in the North West 
Territories, could be made avail- 
able to. the hard-pressed Allied 
governments, for war purposes. 
But, he pointed out, the Dominion 
government intends neither to 
rush immediate development of 
these resources, or to give the 
area to Alberta, so the province 
could develop the needed min- 
erals and oil, 


The premier stated he had no} 


opposition to development of re- 
sources in Northern British Col- 
umbia, or the Yukon, provided the 
area is worthy of development. 
But, he added, the resource- 
proven areas of northern Alberta 


and the North West Territories are | 
receiving no attention | 


apparently 
from the Dominion government, 
and these areas could be producing 
materials needed to help win the 
war. 

Premier Aberhart's statement, in 
full, follows: 


I was surprised to read the article | 


from Ottawa appearing in the Ed- 
monton Journal of January 25, to 
the effect that an “international 
planning project, aimed at extend- 


ing the wartime collaboration be- 
tween Canada and the United 
States in peacetime development 


of a coast area of Northern British 
Columbia, the Yukon Territory and 
Alaska, was announced Sunday by 
a Canada-United States Economic 
Committee.’ No mention of Alberta 
is made in this announcement, 


MORE EVIDENCE 
In commenting on 

I feel obliged to say first of all that 

if there is any truth in the news 


item, it is just another evidence 
that the Ottawa government intends 


this article, 


to continue its policy of discrimin- | 


ation against Alberta in all mat- 


ters of vital interest to our people. | 


This is very unfortunate and most 
unwarranted. 

It has long since appeared very 
evident that the government in Ot- 
tawa intends to preserve its con- 
trol over the rich northern mineral 
areas in the interest of powerful 
financial corporations, Its actions 
would indicate very definitely that 
it does not intend to permit any de- 
velopment whatsoever, of these 
mineral resources, because such 
developments mind tend to break 


the control now enjoyed by these) 
financial! monopolists. This discrim-! 


ination is proving a serious handi- 
cap on the natural progress that 
the west might enjoy. 


WEALTH THERE 


The enormous wealth contained | 


in the oil bearing sands of Fort 
McMurray, and 
acres of fertile agricultural lands 
in the northern sections of this 
province, are as well known as the 


vast reservoir of oi! and rich min-| 


eral deposits in the North West) 
Territories. The development of 
these oil and mineral resources 


could be made to fill a desperate 
shortage now facing the hard 
pressed Allied governments in the 
prosecution of the war. Why are 


they not being developed? The an- | 


swer is plain! As long as these min- 
eral resources remain in control of 
the federal government at Ottawa 
as they are now, it would seem 
they will not be developed very 
rapidly nor efficiently. 

1. We are not opposed to the 
development of ihe resources of 
northern British Columbia, and the 
Yukon, if there is anything of com- 
mercial extent to develop there. 
What we do insist upon is the de- 
velopment of the fabulous mineral 
resources which are known to exist 
in northern Alberta and the North 
West Territories. 


GREAT RESOURCES 

These enormous resources, if 
made available, would have a far- 
reaching effect upon the economy 
of Western Camada, especially in 
relation to the present all-out war 
effort, and to the post-war recon- 
struction. We have persistently 
pressed for the extension of the 
Alberta boundaries to take in these 


northern areas, in the same way 4s | 


the provinces of Ontario, Quebec 
and Manitoba have taken in theirs. 
Up to the present, however, our 
submissions have not received the 
consideration that they deserve, 
and therein lies the rub. 

1 am convinced that the only 
reason why Ottawa persists in ig- 
noring our petition for an exten- 
sion of the boundaries of Alberta, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
British North America Act gives 
Alberta every right to such 
largement, lies in iis subservience 
to the domination of these power- 
ful interests, 

2—~I am confident that our peo 
ple recognize that the provincial 
government has a definite right in 


this matter, and should be given 
the opportunity to bring it to a 
final decision, which would be 
beneficial to all, rather than to a 
few 
FORMER COMMISSION 

Several years ago a joint com- 


mission was set up by the Govern- 


ments of Canada and of the United 


States, to report on the possibility 
of building a highway through 
British Columbia to connect Unit. 
ed States with Alaska. Although 
representations were made to Ot- 
tawe by the Alberta government 
that the feasible route for this 
highway was through Alberta, our 
representations were completely 
ignored.

Russia: In the Russian cam- 
paign, the Red armies were ex- 
ploiting the same divide-and- 
annihilate tactics used by Hitler 
in his first devastating sweep into 
Russia 19 months ago. The Rus- 
sians were steadily closing a 
pincers on the German-held Mai- 
| kop oil fields, attacking from the 
| northeast and the southwest, and 
| also hammering a wedge between 
Nazi forces in the Maikop sector 
and others immediately below 
Rostov. The wedge was pointed 
at newly-recaptured Kalnibolot- 
skaya, only 18 miles northeast of 
the key rail hub at Tikhoretsk. 
Other Soviet troops striking up 
the Baku-Rostov railway were re- 
ported only eight miles southeast 
Kropotkin, just below Tikhoretsk, 
after a total advance of 215 miles 
from Mozdok in the lower Cau- 
casus. In the Voronezh sector, the 
plight of the Nazi invasion armies 
appeared to be growing blacker 
by the hour,.with thousands of 
Germans, including three gen- 
erals, surrendering or falling cap- 
tive as the Russians stormed to- 
ward Kursk,

The arresting passage in the Speech 
from the Throne at Ottawa yesterday was 
the announcement that a system of social 
security is to be instituted in Canada with- 
out delay. This announcement would of 
itself make the Speech distinctive, as the 
creation of the system must make the ses- 
sion memorable in the all-time annals of 
the Dominion. 

‘ What is proposed and promised is that 
the resources of the country shall be used 
at all times to safeguard the individual 
citizen against want and fear, as these are 
now being used to safeguard him against 
human enemies. The insurance is to be 
universal. It will be the business of par- 
liament to make it broad enough to cover 
all contingencies which cause avoidable 
distress. 

The inspirational effect of this chal- 
lenging message will be immense and time- 
ly. Our fighting men are thus given fresh, 
concrete evidence that they risk their lives 
in defence of a country that is and will be 
worth fighting for. We on the home front 
now know that the nation is not going to 
drift into another period of economic dol- 
drums with no proper provision that its 
members shall be able to secure the com- 

‘ mon necessities of life. 

Every person who bears the name of 
Canadian has today a new Stake in his 
country; and a new incentive and obliga- 
tion to give it the best that is in him, 
whether in war or peace.

It is a very great pity that the cadet

step. 

As one remembers those days, there 
was a sharply impatient reaction against 
any organization that savored of uniform- 
ity or discipline. These things were called

keep them out of the realities of war. 

It was not, of course, the reaction 
against cadets and kindred movements 
that produced the war. But it was the 
Same spirit which inveighed against cadets 
that made the war possible. 

If we had not been immersed in the 
fallacy that, by avoiding the trappings of 
force, we could avoid the consequences of 
force, we would not have been blind to the 
dark cloud that was rolling up against us 
in Germany. 

And if we had not resolutely banished 
all semblance of discipline from our lives, 
we would have been in better condition to 
meet the demands of national security in 
the early days of the war.

Ten years go tomorrow, on Jan- 
wary 30th, 1 Adolf Hitler became 


Chancellor of Germany. The anniversary 
will be observed in an atmosphere far dif- 
ferent from that of even a year ago, and 
guch as neither the Fuehrer nor his fol- 
lowers expected to ever experience. This 
is plain from the frantic efforts which are 
being made by the Berlin radio to whip up 
the national morale, and the blunt declar- 
ation of Nazi newspapers that to lose the 
war would be to lose “the future” of 
world-supremacy, and the tributes which 
subject peoples were expected to keep 


flowing into the Reich. Things must be 
looking gloomy to require this change 


from boasting confidence to spectre-rais- 
ing. 

All mediums of publicity in Germany 
are under official control. No person there 
can listen to a foreign broadcast or read a 
foreign publication without risk of being 
fined. imprisoned or even executed. That 
, the German people know the full extent of 
the disaster that has overtaken the Axis 
forces in Russia is impossible. The facts 
there, as the facts in North Africa, have 
been suppressed or distorted to suit the 
need of softening the impact. But, by one 
means or another, enough has evidently 
become known to induce widespread de- 
pression; else the official radio and the 
newspapers would not be resorting to 
threats in an effort to brace-up the popu- 
lace 

But it would be a dangerous mistake 
for people in the Allied countries to sup 
pose Germany is about ready to throw in 
the sponge. The worst that can be suspect 
ed by Germans generally is that they ma) 
have lost the prize. That their country 
in danger of invasion, and themselves in 
danger of reaping what their Fuehrer has 
aown, is probably to them unbelievable 
That they will fight desperately to ward 
off that fate cannot be doubted. The more
